4. Disqualifications—No person. 

(.a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or

S.R.O. 51.—Whereas a draft of certain rules to amend 
the Cantt. Fund Seivimts Rules, 1937, was published, as 
required by section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 
1924), with the notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Defence, No. SRO 114, dated the 23 April, 
1982 in the Gazette of India, Part II Section 4 dated the 8 
May, 1982, inviting objections and suggestions from all the 
persons likely to be affected thereby till the expiry of a 
period of sixty, days ftom the date of publication of the 
said notification. 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 24 May, 1982; 

And whereas all the objections und suggestions received 
before the date so specified have been duly considered by 
the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in cxeicise of the powers conferred by 
section 280 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Cantonment 
Servants Rules, 1937, namely : — 

1, fl) These rules may be called ‘Cantonment Fund Ser¬ 

vants (Amendment) Rules, 1983’. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Cantonment Fund Servants Rules, 1937 

(i) in sub-rule (3) of rule 8,— 

(a) In clause (a), after the expression “who is 
discharged in pursuance of clause (b) of sub¬ 
rule (1)’’ the expression, “if he is not eligible 
to receive any gratuity under rule 30" shall be 
inserted; 

(b) in clause (b), after the expression “who is dis¬ 
charged in pursuance of clause (e^) of sub-rule 
fl) shall’’, the expression “if he is not eligible 
to receive any gratuity under rule 30" shall be 
inserted; 

(c) in the Explanation, after item (ii) the following 
item shall be inserted, namely :— 

(ill) “No servaht who is eligible to receive any, gratuity 
under rule 30 shall be eligible to receive any com¬ 
pensatory gratuity under the sub-rule.” 

(ii) for rules 30, 31 and 32 and the headings relating 
thereto the following shall be substituted namely :— 
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‘TART II.—Penslon-cum-gratuity”,

of the Board on the date of coming into force of 
the Cantonment Fund Servants (Amendment) Rules, 
1982 and who have either opted or arc deemed to 
have opted for the ?ension-cum-Gratuity Scheme;
